Two McGill 
vie for film

A dispute between the two 
major groups offering on- 
campus films at McGill may 
soon be resolved. The dispute 
between the Students' Society , 
sponsored Film Society (MFS) 
and the McGill Student Entre- 
preneurial Agency's Media 
McGill came to a head this 
summer when Students' 
Council passed a motion which 
would prohibit the latter group 
from showing films at McGill. 
, The McGill Student Entre- 
preneurial Agency (MSEA) was 
set up in the late '60s in order to 
give students access to paying 
jobs and practical business 
experience. In 1966 the 'MSEA, 
started showing films. Ac- ' 
cording to Jeff Graham, presi- 
dent of MSEA, conflict between 
the groups first arose when the 
.MSEA decided to show a Paul 
Newman festival. The McGill 
Administration stated that 
both the Film Society and 
MSEA, had the right to show 
films on campus. 

Competition for films 

In 1 970, the Students' Society 
set up" a Film Coordinating 
Committee whose responsib- 
ility was to coordinate times 
and locations of film showings 
for both groups. This commitee 
was effective until 1972, when it 
began to break -down. The 
following' year, External Vice 
President Earie Taylor set up a 
new committee which resolved 
a conflict over eight films that 
both Media McGill and the Film 
Society wanted to present. 

The dispute intensified when 
Media McGill, which had 
previously agreed to'charge no 



more than 75 cents for weekday 
presentations, charged $1 for 
one of their Thursday night 
showings. 

Despite Film Society's pro- 
tests, the Film Coordinating 
Committee did nothing to 
chastize Media McGill for this 
infraction. Graham claims that 
the MSEA agreed to limit their 
price to 75 cents before they 
knew about the rental fee that 
was being charged for the use of 
McGill space. Melanie Strauss, 
who was manager of Media 
McGill at the time, wrote to 
Earle Taylor explaining the 
situation. Taylor contacted an 
official of the Administration 
requesting clarification of the 
Administration position on this 
issue. The reply was that the 
FCC was a coordinating commi- 
tee rather than a regulating 
body, and did not have the right 
to regulate prices. 

Council tries to shut down 
MSEA . 
.The MSEA-Film Society dis- 
pute escalated this summer 
when the Summer Committee of 
Students' Council passed a 
motion that"Council direct the 
Film Coordinating Committee 
to In turn direct the MSEA not to 
run a film programme during the 
1974/75 academic year, and 
that the FCC be empowered to 
take whatever action necessary 
to solve the problem between 
the McGill Film Society and the 
McGill Student Entrepreneurial 
Agency." 

External Vice President 
Michel Celemenski 
claimed that "film distributors 
have been constantly' raising 
(their prices for McGill groups 



because of the competition of 
Media McGill.". 

Former film society president 
Jim Richards supports this 
argument, charging Media 
McGill with being "willing to 
pay too much for, films, which 
brings up prices."' Jeff Graham 
admits that Media McGill does 
pay more for films, but 
attributes this to the fact that 
his organization shows fewer 
films throughout the year, and 
therefore has to pay higher 
rates. 

Meanwhile, MSEA refuses to 
abide by Council's decision, 
and~is determined to offer 
on-campus films this year. 
Graham asserts that Media 
McGill has the right to show 
films until the McGill Admini- 
stration decides otherwise. 
Another party in the dispute 
who will abide only by an 
Administration decision - is 
Special Events Coordinator 
Joan Gross, who is in charge of 
room allocations for McGill 
activities. 

Gross told the Daily that 
despite Council's decision, she 
will continue to allocate rooms 
• to both groups as she has done 
In .the past. 

No resolution 
The conflict is now in the 
hands of the administration. 
'Celemenski and Graham met 
with Vice-Principal Eigil 
Pedersen and Dean of .Students 
Saeed Mirza this summer, but 
little was resolved. • Cele- 
menski's position Is that the

Typesetters 
threaten to quit

Workers at the Students' 
Society Typesetting shop have . 
made demands for higher 
wages, better facilities, and 
more efficient maintenance. 
Typesetting does the technical 
production of the Dally and 
other student publications, 
including the Sir George 
Williams student newspaper. 

A Students' Council meeting 
on Thursday, lacking quorum, 
failed to ratify asummer council 
decision to raise wages. 

Typesetting submitted a 
report in June requesting 
greater financial and admini- 
strative freedom, and suggest- 
ing that the status of SST be 
that of a business rather than a 
club. 

The report was accepted by 
summer council, but awaits 
ratification by the full council. 
Typesetting threatens to quit if 
there is further delay. 

At the Thursday meeting 
Michel Celemenski, External 
Vice-President, moved that 
Council Instruct Comptroller 
Tom Cross to pay the Increase 
"given the fact that the amount 
of money is not extremely 
great." The money would be 
rescinded if the full council 



failed to pass the increase, but 
Celemenski doesn't think "it 
would be a great financial risk." 

Cross has refused to pay the 
money until the full council 
ratifies the increase. 

According to David Bowman, 
an SST director, morale of the 
staff is deteriorating. "Council 
has made no effort to clarify our 
status and relationship to the 
Students' Society. They are 
wasting our time and inhibiting 
our operation."

Response to YS *' 
To the Daily: 

The Young Socialist ~ (YS) 
letter, in yesterday's Daily Is a 
wonderful example of demo- 
goguery which evades the 
fundamental political issues 
involved. 

The way they describe the 
events at the. Sept. 19 ZAPU 
conference, you'd think they 
were just innocent, eager 
supporters of tfie Zimbabwe 
people viciously attacked by 
members of the Mouvement 
Révolutionnaire des Etudiants 
du Quebec (MREQ) for appar- 
ently sectarian reasons. 

Let's get one thing straight, 
right away. In attacking only 
MREQ, the YS' attempts to split 
MREQ from the* organizing 
committee'. Not having the guts 
to take on the Afro-Asians and 
other organizers, the YS tries to 
hit them Indirectly by criticizing 
one of the co-sponsors. 

The Zimbabwe meeting was 
sponsored by a coalition of 
groups around the Afro-Asian 
Latin American Peoples' Soli- 
darity Committee. Several 
francophone groups were, pre- 
paring for .a meeting the next 
day in the French community; 
the Afro-Asians and MREQ were 
present Thursday and In charge 
of the McGlll conference. Any 
decisions taken that night were 
those of the organizing commi- 
tee, and not of MREQ alone as 
the YS claims. Specifically, the 
general policy of excluding 
Trotskyists was a united 
decision of the sponsors. 

Now let's deal with- the 
charges levelled explicitly ag- 
ainst MREQ and, as far as we 
are concerned, by implication 
against the Afro-Asians and 
other organizers. 

Hoping to play on students' 
strong sense of Justice, the YS 



lette harps solely on "demo- 
cratic rights." We flatly affirm, 
on the other hand, that it is not 
all a cut-and-dry question of 
democratic rights In the ab- 
stract. At issue is who the YS 
are, and wt\at they try to do. 

The ZAPU meeting, as the YS 
itself notes, was "open to all 
supporters of the struggle in 
Zimbabwe." Much as the 
Trotskyists might rant and rave 
about being "consistent de- 
fenders of the African revol- 
ution", they objectively do not 
support the Zimbabwean people 
or any other Third World 
national liberation struggle. . 
. Many left groups back not 
only Third World organizations 
of their own ideological bent, 
but also give full and uncondi- 
tional support to anti-imperial- 
ist and progressive forces 
leading Third World struggles. 
Marxists' and progressives sup- 
port united fronts in Third World 
countries that represent all the 
people who are against foreign 
domination (i.e., the NLF in 
Vietnam). 

But not our principled 
Trotskyists, if they can help It. 
They say that revolution must 
be "pure", that it cannot be led 
by united fronts in Third World 
countries. Every single national 
liberation movement from 
China to Vietnam has had to 
defeat Trotskyist Ideas in order 
to advance. 

The reasons why Trotskyists 
are not part of the left can only 
be touched on here, but perhpas 
an example will help. The YS 
has a more subtle approach 
than the brand of Trotskyism 
which explicitly opposes all 
national liberation struggles, 
but their underlying principles 
remain the same. -They voice 
support, say, for Vietnam, but 
in the same breath blast Ho Chi 
Minh as a "traitor"; attack the 
NLF leaders of the Vietnamese; 
and condemn the sellout" of the 
1973 Peace Accords (hailed by 
all except Nixon as a Vietnam- 
ese victory over the US). 

With friends like that, who 
needs enemies? And It's more 
or less the same story with every 
.Third World struggle around the 
globe— sham support coupled 
with armchair criticism of how 
things should be run if only the 
Trotskyists were in command! 

Put it this way. If you worked 
hard to organize a conference 
on Africa or Vietnam, and some 
group tried to peddle stuff that 
said the Vietnamese leaders 
were deceiving the people, 
leading them to defeat, would 
you allow "open' political 
discussion and debate" from 
that standpoint? Does it make a 
difference if such lies are being 
pushed by a Pentagon press 
secretary or by someone calling 
himself "socialist"? Indeed, 
such propaganda is all the more 



pernicious because it comes 
under the guise of "critical 
support" couched in "revolu- 
tionary" language. 

With positions such as these 
on national liberation struggles 
(which the YS carefully avoided 
elaborating in their letter), their 
"apparent exclusion" from the 
organizing' of the Zimbabwe 
conference becomes under- 
standable. 

How can the YS explain that 
the Afro-Asians did not "invite" 
them to participate, seeing, as 
all the Afro-Asians sought was 
the widest possible mobili- 
zation of support for Zimbab- 
we? Why did the Afro-Asians 
and their co-sponsors refuse 
the YS "solidarity" message? 
How can the Trotskyists explain 
the fact that the Vietnamese 
patriots always exclude them 
from support work, as well as 
other Third World groups? 

All this simply cannot be 
attributed to "Stalinist sland- 
ers" or leftist In-fighting, as the 
YS .so valiantly tries to make 
McGlll students believe. Third' 
World groups like the Afro- 
Asians, and their supporters, 
exclude Trotskyists bbcause the 
consistent promotion of their 
analysis concretely <- works 
against support for the Zimbab- 
wean or any other Third World 
peoples. 

It's good if individuals who 
have honest questions about 
the Third World, who may not 
agree with everything that is 
said or done by liberation 
movements, come to meetings. 
But the organized disruption of 
support meetings by the selling 
of Trotskyist literature is quite 
another thing. 

Consider, too, Just as icing 
on the cake, the opportunist 
way the YS moves In on events 
planned by others. When 
groups or organizations draw a 
crowd because of hard work and 
open politics, the YS and other 
Trotskyists leech on that work, 
trying to gain legitimacy by 
setting up their tables near (if 
not inside) the meeting hails. 
Because the conference was on 
Zimbabwe and ■ Zimbabwe 
alone, the organizers dis- 
tributed and sold information 
on Africa. No sponsor— MREQ 
or any other group— promoted 
any of their own literature. But 
the YS and other Trotskyist 
outsiders present were busy 
hawking everything from at- 
tacks on China to their latest 
paper. 

Even if the YS' complaint that 
they were not Invited to 
participate had any weight to it, 
one could still rightly expect 
them to come to the meeting, 
listen and participate. But 
no— they came to promote 
themselves, their books and 
their papers even as the groups 
legitimately involved in the 
meeting refrained from such 
activity. 

We ask, then, who Is being 
sectarian? Who is using every 
opportunity to promote their 
line under the guise of support 
for the Third World peoples? ■ 

One last point. If we respond 
to the YS attacks and criticize' 



Trotskyism, we do so not for 
any sectarian delights. Part of 
our support for the Zimbabwe 
and other Third World peoples 
is the identification of real 
friends and real enemies. And 
enemies like the YS, even if they 
come dressed up in leftist 
phraseology, have to be 
exposed.

Bell banal on China

.New engineering dean Gerald 
Famell says that his long term 
task in the faculty will depend 
on what happens with the 
economy. "We're facing a 
shortage of engineers. Our part 
is to do what we can about this 
problem," he said in a recent 
interview. 

Famell said that Canadian 
universities are presently grad- 
uating about 2500 engineers 
each year. He said that if the 
economy keeps up the way it is 
and if there's no general 
economic slump, any over- 
supply of engineers could only 
occur in highly specialized 
areas of -specific types of 
engineering; but he doubts that 
even this problem will occur. 
Engineers and Society 
The engineering faculty has 



been criticized for not giving 
engineering students enough 
background in socially- 
oriented, non-technical 
courses. 

Famell said this is a perennial 
problem. "We've been trying to 
maintaina program that can be 
completed in three years after 
CEGEP," he said. To be 
competitive with, the other 
universities we have to maintain 
our three year program. What I 
would like to see is for the 
student to be able to take a 
minor, but there is a penalty." 

Famell said this "penalty" 
could mean doing an extra term' 
in order to complete the 
requirements of an engineering 
program. 

He said the faculty will make 
an effort to place a student in a 
minor program in arts, if she or 
he insists. Similar formal 
arrangements already exist with 
the management faculty. 

He added, "I tend not to be in 
favor of sociology for engin- 
eers. The key thing in engin- 
eering is to be able to manage a 
problem and secondly to 
manage people." 

Famell said he believes the 
major tasks facing engineers in 
the near future will be to exploit 



the tar sands 'and ocean 
resources and to deal with the 
pollution crisis. 

Famell expressed confidence 
in the social consciousness of 
engineers and businesses. He 
said the social implications of 
their work were now being 
considered "in a much saner 
fashion than a few years ago." 

On Work Terms 
When asked about the 
possibility of setting up pro- 
grams that include work terms, 
similar' to those at the 
universities of Waterloo and 
Sherbrooke, Farneil replied that 
Canada can support only a very 
limited number of students in 
these programs. Famell said 
that summer employment for 
engineering students, now 
easier to find since there's a 
shortage of engineers, can be of 
comparable value. 

On engineering students 
In the engineering faculty, 
Famell said, "There's a feeling 
of belonging that is much 
greater than In other areas of the 
university ."He pointed out that 
the "rowdyism" associated with 
some engineering students is 
not malice and must be 
differentiated from vandalism. 



Resistance leader 
asks for help against 

ta ' 

Rhodesia 



The following story is based on 
an interview last week with 
Edward Ndlovu, national secre- 
tary of the Zimbabwean African 
People's Union \ZAPU\,_by Daily 
staffers Craig Toomey and 

Bonnie Price. 

Edward Ndlovu is the only 
leader of the Zimbabwean 
African People's Union (2APU) 
who has escaped the hellish 
jails of Ian Smith's white regime 
known as Rhodesia. He lives in 
' exile in the bordering nation of 
Zambia, where as ZAPU's 
national secretary, he directs 
his people's struggle for 
liberation. 
Ndlovu was in Montreal last 
with a ZAPU delegation. 
..je delegation is on a 
Canada-wide tour to publicize 
the Zimbabwean situation and 
to ask the Canadian people for 
moral and material support. The 
trip is sponsored by a coalition 
of anti-imperialist groups. 

In an interview with the Daily, 
Ndlovu said the main aim of 
..ZAPU-the major liberation 
movement in Zimbabwe-is not 
only to fight the repressive 
white supremist government 
that grips Zimbabwe, but also to 
build a new society. "We believe 
we miist create a society which 
is based on the fundamental 
principles of human dignity and 
equality, a society free of racial 
discrimination and exploita- 



tion. Such a society can only be 
founded on the basis of 
socialist principles." 
Boycott only a: smokescreen 
Ndlovu said that in 1963 
ZAPU decided the only way to 
achieve these goals was 
through armed struggle.' "All 
other forms of 'resistance', such 
as the United Nations boycott of 
^Rhodesian products, act as a 
smokescreen to cover the real 
issues," he said. 

In any case, according to 
Ndlovu, western - countries 
support the boycott in name 
only, without ever seriously 
trying to enforce it. He said that 
to openly support the liberation 
struggle by providing arms and 
medical supplies would . be 
against the West's true 
interests, which is to prop up 
Smith's '.regime to protect 
capital investments In Southern 
Africa. 

Ndlovu said that ZAPU gets 
most of its support through the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU), which was formed 
specifically to stem colonialist 
expansion in Africa. This aid 
comes from either Africa, 
Scandinavia, or the Socialist 
countries, but not from Western 
nations— which instead "give 
arms to Smith's police state 
through the South African back 
door." Ndlovu added that ZAPU 
has no foreign advisors within 



Its ranks and that all' military 
training is done In Africa, 
particularly in Tanzania. 

Ndlovu said that ZAPU's main 
strategy in its liberation 
struggle.- is to unite the 
Zimbabwean people against all 
forms of oppression. To achieve 
this, ZAPU has to carry out its 
struggle on two levels. The first 
is to build a mass resistence 
movement among the workers 
in Zimbabwe's urban areas and 
among the peasants in the 
countryside. The second is to 
engage Smith's military forces 
in open combat. Ndlovu said the 
press in North America has tried 
to cover up the actual extent of 
combat that is taking place in 
Rhodesia today. 
South African involvement 
i in Zimbabwe 
South African intervention in 
Zimbabwe has also been played 
down according to Ndlovu. Ten 
thousand troops are presently 
fighting with the Smith army 
against the Zimbabwean peop- 
le," he said. But Ndlovu added 
that since the coup in Portugal, 
the victory of Frelimo in 
Mozambique, and the continued 
success of ZAPU .guerrilla 
fighters, South Africa is 
beginning to reassess its role in 
Zimbabwe. 

"Recently," he said, "the 
Secretary of the South African 
Trade Union Congress (RUTC)

called on thegovemment to give 
up Rhodesia as a lost cause." 
But the government gave no 
response— although it is expec- 
ted to pull out if ZAPU 
continues to gain strength. 

Ndlovu said that such talk 
spurred many whites in 
Zimbabwe to flee to South 
Africa over the last few months, 
despite efforts by Smith to stop 
them. "Everyone in Zimbabwe 
lives in fear of Smith's regime he, 
said. He has total control of thé' 
country, and his police state 
arrests anyone who dares to 
speak out against his fasclstic 
tactics— white or black." 

Smith's regime presently 
detains 351 political prisoners, 
and between 15,000 and 20,000 
people have been or are being 
held for periods ranging from 

one month to a year. Many ZAPU 
leaders are among these. 

Ndlovu said that the white 
regime has often sent infiltra- 
tors into the ranks of ZAPU 



fighters to try and destroy the 
movement. "Recently two of 
these Infiltrators were arrested 
and exposed," he said. Ndlovu 
added that when the regime 
arrests and tortures members of 
.ZAPU, "it does not set back the 
struggle, for as soon as a 
person is arrested, he is 
replaced by another." 

No matter what Smith does to 
slem the tides of change in 
-Zimbabwe," Ndlovu said, "he 
will fail, for the liberation of 
Zimbabwe is inevitable." 

ZAPU needs help to continue 
its "struggle. Ndlovu asked for 
large or small donations of 
foodstuffs, clothing, medical 
supplies, and money. Dona-, 
tions should be sent to:

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Arctic Institute faces move West

The world famous Arctic 
Instituteof North America(AINA) 
is facing bankruptcy and may be 
forced to. sh ut down its centre of 
operations at McGi II. Meanwhile 
the Manitoba government and 
the University of Calgary have 
both submitted proposals to the 
executive of the AINA offering 
extensive financial aid If the 
Institute moves out west. 

McGi 1 1 , which now houses the 
Institute at Purvis Hall, is faced 
with the prospect of losing the 
valuable research facilities and 
thelibraryof the Arctic Institute. 

Apparently caught off guard, 
McGill recently joined with 
Laval, theUniversityof Montreal, 
and the University of Quebec In 
sending a delegation to a 
meeting of the AINA in Ottawa. 
Though Quebec offered $41 ,000 
In financial aid. this amount did 
not come close to the offers from 
the Prairies. 

The institute has been offered 
about $150,000 annually by the 
Manitoban government if it 
movestoWinnipeg and becomes 
associated with the University of 
Manitoba. 

-The AINA has been affiliated 
with McGill since it was 
established In 1945 as a 
bi-natlonal, Independent organ- 
ization supported by funds from 
the w Canadian and -U.S. 
governments. 

"Instltuteoutpacedbythetlmes" 
' The Arctic Institute arose out 
of concern for the north during 
the war years and helped to 
stimulate research and govern- 
ment participation In Northern 
studies. Butaccording to McGill 
Professor Trevor Lloyd, one of 
the Institutes founders, "the 
sceneisverydifferentnow. Both 
the Canadian and U.S. 
governments and almost all 
universities in Canada and the 
U.S. have their own large 
research establishments in the 
North." 

Lloyd said theresult isthat the 
AINA has beén outpaced by not 
adapting to the times. 

He said that although the 
bl-natlonalnatureof the institute 
appealed to the'ideailst founders 
of the AINA; it has proved a 
hinderance because U.S. and 
Canadian interests have tended 
to diverge. "A great' deal of

American Interest recently 
turned to the Tropics because of 
their war effort," Lloyd said. 
Meanwhile, Canadian eyes have 
turned Increasingly towards the 
Arctic with. ' it's untouched 
reserves of raw materials. 

As a consequence, the 
American arm of the AINA is no 
longer receiving aid from 
traditional sources such as the 
U.S. office of Naval Research and 
may be phased out of existence. 
The Canadian government has 
not increased its subsidies and 
no alternative private sources of 
funding have been located by the 
Institute. 

Offers from Prairies 
"irroslstable" 
"We are not provided with 
a strong financial base," said 
Kenneth de la Varre, director of 
the AINA's Montreal office. He 
said that the offers made by the 
Western representatives "are of 
suchanaturethatwecan't afford- 
to ignore them. They would 
provide us with a much wider 
scopeand greater security in the 
future." 

De la Varre said he believed 
McGill would lose if the AINA 
moved. "They have a tradition of 
northern studies," he said, "and 
have avoided building up a 
collection of northern materials 
becauseof the institute's library. 
TheAINAIibraryistheflnestoflts 
kind on this continent 



are only two others like it in the 
world— one at the Scott Polar 
Research, Institute In Cam- 
bridge, England, and theother In 
Leningrad. 
Dean Walter Hitschfeld, 



vice-principal of research .at 
McGill, saidthattheinstituteand 
its library once spearheaded 
research In the Arctic, but that 
this is no longer true. He 
sttributed this to the many local 
research centres which have 
recently been formed. "But it can 
stillprovldeaserviceasalearned 
society on the north," he said. 

AINA must change 
role to survive 

Hitschfeld wasreferringto one 
of the proposals that has been 
distributed among AINA mem- 
bers recently . The members have 
been asked to select and 
comment on the proposals 
before the board of governors 
meeting In November. 

The'proposals call for an 
Institute which will become "a 
society, of scholars and frieds of 

theArctlc."TheAINA hopes that 
by changing its role to one that 
stresses dissemination of 
information, It will be able to 
survive on a more limited budget 
and still serve a vital service.
